Washington, Sept. 1 3 —Retail food 
prices went up durin g 
August 
in 
spite of I he government campaign to 
lower high prices, according to fig­ 
ures collected by two government de­ 
partm ents practically in every sec­ 
tion of the country. 
At the same time both wholesale 
prices and the prices paid to produc­ 
ers have dropped the government re­ 
port indicated. 
In fifteen principal 
cities, 
retail 
prices were boosted from one-fifth to 
eight rents pei sales unit on ham. 
sirloin steak, butter, eggs, potatoes 
and pork chops, according to prelim­ 
inary reports in statistics by the Bu- 
reatt of Labor for August. 
At the same time the level prices 
paid producers and farmers decreased 
3 4-10', acording to announcements 
made by the departm ent. 
Decrease in wholesale prices for 
August us compared with July and 
shown in a report to the Bureau of 
Markets which found th a t ‘'Whole­ 
sale butter prices went down nearly 
3 ' , In New York and I ' , in Chicago. 
Potatoes decreased 2 0 ', in New York 
and 3 0 ', in Chicago.'’ 
“ Good steer loin dressed cuts de­

cents per pound in Bos­ 
ton, 3 cents in New York and nearly 
the same in Philadelphia..** 
Hood steer loin is the trade name 
for the cut from which sirloin steak 
comes.
